These sources said: “The 
British Government has published 
its list of banned exports and docs 
not propose to alter it, Stecl rails 
are not included in the lst.” 

There have been further enqui- 
rles from China. for steel rails 
during the last two wecks, and it 
has been decided to fulfill them os 
far as posible through the quota 
system to which zal exports are 
subjected, 

The decisions on the quantity of 
stcel rails to be supplied to.China 


“will be taken on purely commer= 


clal grounds, with special conside- 
ration being given to old custo- 
mers, It is also admitted that the 
extent of the rail quotas for China 
will bp determined by the amount 
of wolfram which can be obtained 
in exchange. 

Western German newspapers 
are complaining that: Britain had 
stolen the Chinese Government's 
order for 100,000 tons of stcel 
rails, The Rowepapera said the 
order was originally offered to 
two steel firms in the Ruhr.
